AMENDMENTS TO THE SPECIFICATION 

The specification has been amended at the information submitted on page 1 
in the Preliminary Amendment filed 19 November 2003 to update the cross-reference 
identification of related applications, as well as to correct minor informalities and 
idiomatic English in the original description. No new matter is added. 

PENDING CLAIMS 

Unrelated to any cited art, scope or rejection in any prior application , new 
Claims 6-19 are presented herein to adjust a clarity and/or focus of Applicant's 
claimed invention.

maintain no intention or desire to dedicate or surrender any limitations/features of 
subject matter of the present application to the public.
